This timing, tunplies at least that 
the occupation authoriGes knew in 
nivanee the general outlines of 
the reseript and were ready with 
an unvsually swift comment, How- 
ever, it is understood that court 
officinis undertook the" discussion 
of divinity’ without, Allied 
pronvnt fous. 

The rescript said the ties be- 
tween the Emperor and the people 
“are not predicated on a false con- 
caption that the Emperor is divine 
and that the Japanese people are 
superior to other races and fated 
to rule the world.” 


NEVER CLAIMIND 


The Emperors never claimed 
divinity but jt was done in their 
names by officials who cleverly 
utilised ‘this concept to bind thelr 
people to the throne. No ruler, 
herctofore, would dare deny the 
mythology surrounding him. 

Ordinarily, such harsh repudia- 
tlon of centuries’ old teachings 
would mean immediate cabinet ree 
fignation and probably numerous 
suighdes among officials who loat 
face thereby, This reseript doubt- 
less wos a shock to devout Japan- 
ene despite considernble priur pro- 
paration through Allied statementa 
and notably tho abolition of state 
Shinto.—Associated Press.

He told his cap- 
tors he wanted only to die. 

He said: “My greatest mis- 
take was being captured. ‘This 
Is the first time I have failed. 
Please do not advise Japan 
nbout this. Please kill me.” 

At another time, he said: “Of 
course, whether there t4 a re- 
cord of the incident’ or not, t 
will commit suicide upon my re- 
turn ta my’ native land.” 

Sakamaki said that in navi- 
gating through choppy seas he 
had to leave his hatch open and 
water swamped the motor. He 
drifted onto a reef and awam 
ashore.—Associated Press.

LAHOUSEN. 


Labousen, an erstwhile German 
intelligence official who ts o wit- 
nesy for the prosecution at the 
war crimes trial here stated at an 
inurview yesterday that the Nazir 
had planned to stir up o revolt 
throwzh the outlawed Irish Repub- 
lican Army. 

He said that the revolution was 
thmed to occur when the Nazis in- 
vaded Britain. This way to be 
preceded by sabotage operations 
against British war industries by 
agents operating from Irish bases 
and assisted by the Irish Repub- 
lican Army, 

Lahousen snid that the key re- 
volutionary figure inthe Nazi in- 
trigue was an Irish-American in 
the LR.A, This agent worked his 
way from New York to Genoa, 
Italy, on an American merchant 
ship, and wont to Germany after 
contucting Nazi intelligence offl-

put aboard n submarine on Aug. 6, 
1940, hended_ for an undisclosed 
point on the Irish conat. 

“The U-boat had beon gone only 
a tow hours when It sent a radio 
mepsage that the agent had died 
suddenly,” Lahouson said.

The following extract from the 
Midwives Ordinance No, 22 of 
1910 is published for information. 


“8 Every certified woman, 
not already enroled, who 
desires to practive or to be 
guthcrised ta practise in the 
colony shall, before holding 
herself out os a practising 
midwife or commencing to 
Practise os a midwife, rive 
nolice in wiiting to th: 
Secretary, Midwives Board, 
app'ying for admission to the 
roll ang shall pay an enroiment 
fee of five dollars, 


Every certified and enrolled 
woman who desires her name 
to be retained on the roll on 
its next annual pub ication 
shall give notice of such desire 
in writing to the Secretary in 
the month of January and shail 
pay a retention fro of one 
dotlar. 


Every such notice shall contain 
such particulars as may bo 
reqsired by the regulations to 
secure tho identification of the 
petson giviog it; and every 
woman who cmits to give any 
of the said notices, or know- 
ingly or wilfully makes or 
causes ox ptccures apy other 
P:rscn to make any false state- 
ment in any such notice, shad 
upm summary conviction be 
liable to a fine rot exceeding 
fifty dollars.” 


The retention fee should ba; 
paid to the Secretary, Midwives 
Board, on Mondaya. or Wecnes- 
days ot 2-4-p.m. in the Post 
Office Building, 3rd Fioor, before 
ths end of January, 1946. Failing 
to pay the said retention fee, the 
midwife’s name shall be excluded 
from the roll.
